CASH 


A Comparison of the records, cash receipts and bank 
deposits indicated that all recorded cash receipts had been 
promptly deposited in the bank. 

The cash balance of $13,328.35 as reflected by the re- 
cords of the Treasurer at February 29, 1952; was verified 
by reconciliation of Statements furnished by the deposi- 
tory bank. 

Disbursements were made by check and were support- 


ed by Warrants authorized by the Selectmen and Town 
Manager. 
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TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1951 tax commitment was added and found to 
agree with the records of the Assessors. The record of col- 
lections were examined and the payments to the Treasurer 
verified. No external verification of unpaid taxes were 
made. 


TAX LIENS 


Cash collections on account of tax liens were traced to 
the credit of the individual accounts. 
All unrecorded tax liens were examined. 


PROTECTED RESERVES 


The investments of the Capital and reserve funds were 
examined and verified. The interest earned on the invest- 
ments of the Capital reserve fund was added to the amount 
so invested. 


TRUST FUNDS 


All trust funds were examined and found to be in or- 
der, and properly administered. 


GENERAL 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
the copies of the receipts, which were retained by the Coll- 
ector, and all monies, so collected properly turned over to 
the Treasurer, at frequent periods. 

Dog licenses issued by the town clerk were tabulated 
by receipt numbers, and remittances, check with the re- 
ceipts from the State Assessors.

The need for such training cannot be denied and if the nec- 
essary funds can possibly be raised I strongly recommend 
that such a course become a part of our program as soon as 
possible. 
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In considering the physical needs of our building we 
can readily see need for further improvement. We still have 
one home room that is poorly lighted which needs immedi- 
ate attention. We have three home rooms that are in des- 
perate need of new seats. At least two of these rooms should 
be refurnished this year.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Island Falls: 

It is a pleasure to submit this annual report concern- 
ing your school system. 

We have had only one change in the elementary teach- 
ers this year. Mrs. Appleby resigned after many years of 
excellent work, and was replaced by Mrs. Madge Sewell of 
Smyrna Mills. She is well fitted for the position, both by 
training and experience. In the High School we have three 
new teachers, including the Principal. Mr. Wallace came to 
us from a successful principalship in a smaller school, and 
brings both ability and enthusiasm to the position. He will 
list the new teachers in his report. We have a full time 
music teacher, Miss Ella Lewis. The pupils are interested 
in music, and the band is becoming an important part of our 
school program.

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Five of our teachers attended summer school last sum- 
mer and one more completed the equivalent in extension 
courses. This enables them to keep up on the latest ideas in 
education, and means a better school. 

Our school costs continue to increase, along with costs 
in general, but increases in our state money and in tuition 
will enable us to keep our appropriations about the same as 
last year. If the state pays the full amount of the General 
Purpose Aid that we should get, appropriations equal to last 
years will enable us to meet the rise in costs. 

We made a lot of improvements to the buildings dur- 
ing the year. Both buildings were capped, which will save 
fuel in the future. The floors in the high school building 
were all done over, with a seal instead of the oil we have 
formerly used. They not only look better, but are much 
cleaner. Public toilets were built for the gymnasium, 
man-holes were put in the sewer line so plugs can be 
easily removed, the gymnasium walls were paneled with 
pine, and a room for the physical education director was 
built. Two rooms in the grammar school were lighted with 
new fixtures. 

Few major repairs will be required this year, barring 
the unexpected. A few more rooms should have new lights. 
Some interior painting needs to be done. The most pressing 
need is for new seats for the high school. We should plan 
to buy some each year until most of them have been replac- 
ed. ; 

Playground equipment is needed for the small children. 
A few interested parents have made a very good start in 
raising money for this project, and some equipment is to 
be purchased and installed this spring. 

There is considerable interest in the matter of high 
school consolidation in some nearby towns. It is hoped that 
a careful study of possibilities can be made soon. A larger 
unit would make possible many advantages which our pre- 
sent units cannot afford.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Public health nursing service which is to meet the needs 
of the community and of individulas must combine preven- 
tion and control of disease, care of the sick and health teach- 
ing. Since the foundation for health teaching is laid in the 
home the public health nurse concentrates her program 
there. 28 visits were made to maternity, 75 to infants and 
28 to preschool children. 

In addition to her program of home visiting she also 
conducts, with the assistance of volunteers, Child Health 
Conferences and assists at the Pediatric and Crippled Child- 
ren’s clinics held regularly under the auspices of the De- 
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partment of Health and Welfare. Several visits were made 
to the homes of children attending the clinics to assist the 
family to understand and carry out the recommendations 
made. 

Nursing care of the sick at home is sometimes a need of 
the family. This service includes emergency care when in- 
dicated, demonstrating care to a responsible person in the 
home and careful following of the doctor’s orders. 

The public health nurse in the school health program 
participates by helping to develope a common understand- 
ing between administrators, teachers and the home; she 
serves as a consultant on the adaptation of scientific health 
knowledge and resource material. This mutual exchange of 
information usually takes place at individual teacher nurse 
conferences. 47 teacher nurse conferences were held in your 
schools. 78 children were vaccinated against smallpox, 108 
innoculations were given against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus. The school physician was assisted in examining 
139 children in grades 1-6 inclusive. Several visits were 
made to the homes of school children to assist with obtain- 
ing correction of remedial defects. . 

The Health Council is becoming re-activated and has 
several worthwhile projects in mind through which it will 
demonstrate its usefullness to the community. 

During the year just ended and in the year ahead em- 
phasis has been ,and will continue to be, placed on the pro- 
motion and maintenance of the highest health standards 
possible for all members of the community.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Education is the keynote of all public health work. The 
public health nurse is constantly teaching people how to 
keep well, how to avoid sickness, and interpreting to them 
their special health needs as recommended by their physic- 
ian. The major part of this teaching is done through home 
visits to expectant and post-partum mothers, infants, pre- 
school and school children. 

The public health nurse spends a part of her time 
helping in the control of communicable diseases, especially 
tuberculosis, sne assists with patch testing and arranging 
for chest X-Rays, makes home visits to patients being 
cared for in their own home, patients waiting to be ad- 
mitted to a Sanitorium and to those who have been dis- 
charged from a Sanitorium. 

Most of you are, I am sure, already familiar with the 
Department of Health and Welfare’s Pediatric and Crippled 
Children Clinics, both of these clinics are held at regular 
intervals and accept children referred to them by the 
family physician. 

School health is another distinct part of health educa- 
tion. This is child training, in principles of personal and 
community hygiene, during the formative periods of life. 
It is not a separate function but is correlated into the curric- 
ulum and aided by the nurse through her follow up visits, 
audiometer testing, immunization clinics, etc. 193 children 
in grades 4-12 inclusive had their hearing tested with the 
Audiometer. 65 innoculations were given against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus, 25 smallpox vaccinations were 
done. The function of the school medical program is to 
assist the school in the work of health education and to 
refer to parents and family physicians children with remedi- 
abie defects. 123 physical examinations were done in grades 
1-6; 

The Health Council combined with the Patten Health 
Council in being host to all of the Health Councils in Aroos- 
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took County in August of this year. A well rounded pro- 
gram was planned and a most enjoyable day was spent. The 
Health Council has also been instrumental in having films 
on hygiene shown in the High School. 

Throughout the year services have been Heraetod on 
an individual, family and community basis in the effort 
to interpret the health needs of the community, and teach 
the principles of healthful living.

We are fortunate in having a strong, enthusiastic 
faculty at Island Falls High School to carry out a well 
rounded school program. We have strengthened our staff 
by obtaining the full time service of Mr. Harmon as well as 
adding two fine teachers, Mr. Perry and Miss Oakman. 


With a good program and a fine staff, your high school 
continues to serve well the young people of Island Falls. 

The objective of our school is to meet the needs of all 
our students. In attempting to realize this goal, we are 
offering four courses, namely: the College, General, Agri- 
culture, and the Commercial Courses. However, there is 
one major need that we are not meeting and that is the 
need for a Home Economics Course. Every girl of high 
school age will sooner or later be faced with the problems 
of home management, marriage, and family relations. The 
only efficient and effective means of providing the neces- 
sary preparation in this field is through a well organized 
Home Economics Course. Should we not meet this need 
also ? 
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Another subject that is spreading rapidly through the 
schools all over the nation is Driver Training. The need 
for this subject in all schools cannot be denied and its effec- 
tiveness in accident prevention is amazing. Sherman High 
School and Oakfield High School have this course now and 
find it very worthwhile. 

In considering the physical needs of our school, we 
still see the need for improvements. We have provided new 
lights in one more classroom this year, and refurnished 
one homeroom with new student desks. The desks in four 
of the remaining homerooms are in terrible condition and 
should be replaced as soon as possible, perhaps at the rate 
of one or two rooms a year. 

On behalf of the faculty and student body of your 
high school, I would like to express our sincere apprecia- 
tion and gratitude to Mr. Bagley, the school committee, and 
the townspeople of Island Falls for the splendid coopera- 
tion and loyal support shown us in so many ways through- 
out the past year.

42 ANNUAL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the town of Island Falls: 

It is a pleasure to submit my tenth annual school re- 
port. 

We have the same elementary teachers as last year, 
with the addition of a helping teacher in grade one. This 
grade is large, and the services of Mrs. Edith Coburn were 
secured for morning sessions. The plan is working very 
well, and the pupils are progressing well. The attendance 
has been poor, due almost entirely to much sickness. 

We have two new teachers in the high school, and also 
have Mr. Harmon full time this year. He is teaching two 
subjects in addition to Agriculture. We have one less teach- 
er than last year, so the schedule of the teachers is full. 
Mr. Wallace’s report lists the teachers and the enrollment. 
Four of our teachers attended summer school last year 
‘and two are taking an extension course this winter. 

The Governor’s Safety Council at a recent meeting rec- 
ommended very strongly that all high schools put in a 
course in Driver Training. Figures show that such a course 
decreased accidents by a supprisingly large amount. The 
cost per pupil runs fairly large, but the total cost is small. 
Both Oakfield and Sherman have the course this year, and 
report it to be very satisfactory. 

Most of the repairs were made in the High School 
building. New lights were installed in one room, and new 
seats were obtained for one room. 'We need considerable new 
seating, and a few more rooms need new lighting. The jani- 
tor spent considerable time during the summer fixing up 
the windows, installing parting beads, etc. This has made 
the heating of the north rooms much easier. The major 
job that needs to be done next is to get the outside of the 
gymnasium waterproofed. 

You will notice in the financial summary that we have 
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a small overdraft. This is due to the fact that last year at 
Town meeting we raised $600 for insurance, then later 
changed the entire insurance program at a cost of $2,000. 
‘This fixed the program so that about the same amount will 
be due each year, where previously some years a large 
premium was due and other years, little had to be paid. 


The new system is more businesslike, but it did cost more 


the first year. Due largely to this, we have to have a little 
more money this year than last.

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REPORT OF ISLAND FALLS FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the year March 1, 1954 to March 1, 1955 we 
had a total of forty-one (41) calls; thirty-three (33) calls 
in Island Falls, six (6) in Crystal, one (1) call in Patten, 
and one (1) call in Dyer Brook. 

In Island Falls the thirty-three (33) calls were divided 
as follows: 

‘Twenty-two (22) chimney fires 

Six (6) grass fires 

One (1) overheated salamander - with out damage 

Four (4) fires with estimated damage of $1,500.00 

We had nine (9) calls more this year but the estimated 
damage was $625.00 less than a year ago. 

During the year we made an inspection of the Hospital 
and are much pleased with the protection and prevention 
being carried on.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The public health nurse is responsible for making home 
visits to encourage adequate medical care and treatment 
and to instruct in the fundamentals of public health. In her 
home visits she instructs mothers in pre- pital and post-natal 
hygiene and in child care. 

She assists the physician with physical examinations 
for school and pre-school children, with immunizations of 
children for whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus and small- 
pox and makes home visits for the purpose of interpreting 
to parents the need for corrective work. 

She attends and assists with Crippled Children and 
Pediatric Clinics held under the auspices of the Department 
of Health and Welfare. Any child under the age of 21 may 
be referred to these clinics by the family physician. 

The public health nurse assists in carrying out the 
communicable disease program by visiting patients with 
tuberculosis or other communicable disease, and helping 
them make arrangements for examination and treatment. 
She plays a part too in the struggle against cancer, in ab- 
normalities of mind and in cases of serious mental disease; 
she is always on the watch for people needing care and at- 
tention. 

Immunization clinics were held in February, March and 
April of this year with 46 children immunized against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus, 28 were vaccinated 
against smallpox. Physical examinations were done in grades 
1-6 inclusive. Due to the incidence of whooping cough in the 
community the immunization clinics were started this fall, 
rather than having them in the spring according to our 
usual custom, so far, 105 innoculations -for diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus have been given, and 52 vac- 
cinations against smallpox.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending Schoo] Committee and Citizens 
of the town of Island Falls: 

I wish to submit my annual report of your schools. 

We have three new teachers in the High School this 
year: Joyce Mitchell, Roger Mitchell and Lionel Roy. They 
have fitted in very well and have done an outstanding job 
as have the rest of the faculty. I will not list the High 
School teachers as Mr. Wood has done so in his report. 

The High School Building is in poor condition. The 
town should: (1) repair the roof around gutters to pre- 
vent ice from backing up and causing water damage; (2) 
continue to improve the lighting; (3) replace worn and 
obsolete furniture; (4) install a drinking fountain upstairs; 
(5) replace curtains; (6) completely paint the building 
inside and out. 

The elementary teachers are: Cordelia Brooks Grade 
1, Aroostook State Normal School 1920, University of 
Maine Extension Courses; Geneva Doughty, Grade 2, 
Farmington State Normal School 1931, University of Maine 
Summer Session and Extension Courses; Gemma Maynard, 
Grade 3, Aroostook State Normal School 1925, Aroostook 
State Normal School and Madawaska Training School 
Summer Sessions; Ferne Barstow, Grade 4, Castine Nor- 
mal School 1922, University of Maine Summer Session and 
Extension Course; Madge Sewell, Grade 5, Farmington 
State Teachers College 1926, Aroostook State Normal 
School Summer Session, University of Maine Extension 
Courses; EKoline Thorne, Grade 6, Aroostook State Normal 
School 1916, University of Maine Extension Courses. 

The progress of the students in the elementary school 
has been good in most cases. Our experienced staff of 
teachers are all very conscientious and understanding. They 
are sincere and work for the best interest of the children at 
all times. 

The condition of the elementary building is good. The 
town should: (1) install a combination drinking fountain 
and place to wash upstairs; (2) the gutters should be re-
